I • Because of the pressure of other activities a nd also 
because of United opportunities the 3f / han been unable to 
develop any further nignif leant information on Subject* aowever, 
recently the Refugee ministry received an application from 
Subject for some type of support based upon hio refugee status. 
Before taking action on this matter the Ministry referred it 
to the 3fV in order to determine whether the latter held any 
derogatory information which would preclude giving the 
application favorable consideration. In reviewing its flics 
the BfV noted that it held - in addition to our report of 
1959 ~ a report from BPIfXIX to the effect that Subject is 
an intelligence swindler plus a number of reports originating 
in emigre circles to the effect that the PBKBIfitCfs are in 
contact with the CIS. The BfV considered itself faced with 
three possibilities; 

a. Inform the Refugee Icini^try that it held no 
derogatory information on Subject. 

b. Inform the Refugee ifinistry that Subject is a 
known intelligence swindler and that the BfV also holds 
numerous unevaluated reports to the effect that Subject 
and his wife are in contact with the Czech IS. (Note; 

This could be done without reference to the OTBARK 
information. ) 

c. Use the occasion of ?BK3IiSiCf *s application to 
the Ministry as an excuse for the 3fV to interrogate 
him on the numerous unevaluated allegations that he 
and his wife ore in contact with the Czech IS. (Rote; 

The IdJBARK information would, of course, not be used 
in any form in such on interrogation.) 

2. Solution a . had to be ruled out because , among 
other reasons, it would not represent a truthful answer and might 
backfire badly on the 3fY at some future date. If Solution b. 

;> were adopted the Refugee Ministry would be obligated to tell 
'.Subject that hio application was not favorably considered 
beoause derogatory inf or?'nt ion on him had come to their attention. 

1 : This would prbbably result in Subject creating quite a fuss 
ted demanding to be informed of the exact nature of the 
information . Considering Subject he -pres* connections it might 
• also result in bad publicity for the Refugee Mnistry. Accordingly, 
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the 3f7 fool o that 3olutlon o » in the bent lino of action, 
The HfV sought our concurrence and we informed them that 
ac long an Subject wae not confronted with any of the 
detailed information concerning Subject ‘n activities on 
behalf of the CIS wfc ich was f\ misled by KU&UiK we could 
interpoea no ohjoctiona. The ! JfV , n 3ric 7KN0KH assured 
ue that the KUIiAHK Information would net be need in any 
form in the interrogation,
